A stepped-up “ciean-up-Sierra Madre” program was urged this 
week by Mayor William A. Kinney. 

Calling attention again to the Clean Up Week proclamation 
he has issued, Mr. Kinney asked for "greater cooperation to make 
our city something we can be proud of.” 

He placed particular empha¬ 
sis on trash and rubbish piles, 
which he said are ‘‘unsightly, 
a menace to health, and dan¬ 
gerous as a fire hazard.” 

Regarding the fire hazard, 
the mayor pointed out that in 
every civilian defense bulletin, 
citys are warned to remove 
piles of trash which undoubt¬ 
edly would flare up like gun¬ 
powder in the event of a bomb 
attack. 

“I personally am against 
having any more laws and reg¬ 
ulations than absolutely nec¬ 
essary,” Mr. Kinney stated. “If 
all citizens would cooperate by 
eliminating rat-breeding 
places, such ordinances as the 
proposed rodent ordinance 
would be unnecessary.” 

“We on the City Council can 
avoid making new ordinances 
if all citizens do their part vol¬ 
untarily,” the mayor said. 

As to other aspects of the 
clean-up program, Mr. Kinney 
said city employees are now 
taking care of gutters and try¬ 
ing to keep the streets clean. 

In conjunction with Clean Up 
Week, Fire Chief James C. 
lleasley has been stressing the 
importance of keeping homes, 
“inside and out,” free of com¬ 
mon fire hazards. 


Mae Heston, 734 W. Alegria, 
has a "beef" with the tele¬ 
phone company. 

She complains that the Cali¬ 
fornia Water and Telephone 
Company erected a pole and 
guy wire directly in front of 
her entrance. “And they did it 
after Director of Public Works 
Glen Watson asked them not 
to,” the Sierra Madre woman 
told the City Council last 
week. 

To make matters worse, Miss 
Heston said, the pole is there 
entirely to accommodate the 
Coronet Homes side of Michil- 
linda. The pole, used by the 
Edison Company as well as the 
telephone company, serves as 
a brace for another pole over 
on Pasadena’s side. 

On motion of Councilman 
Noren Eaton, City Attorney T. 
Guy Cornyn was instructed to 
ask the utility to correct the 
situation. 

Mr. Eaton also moved that 
an ordinance be drafted requir¬ 
ing utilities to get permits from 
the city before installing poles 
on public property.

Southern Californians who go 
shopping for meat next Mon¬ 
day, June 25, will find the mys¬ 
tery has been taken out of 
beef "ceiling” prices. 

Each butcher, according to 
the Los Angeles Office of Price 
Stabilization, will post on his 
wall a chart showing the ceil¬ 
ing—or maximum legal price— 
for each type and grade of 
beef. No butcher is permitted 
by law to charge more than 
this amount, although many 
will charge less. 

OPS meat men explained 
that the chart will work like 
this: If the housewife wants a 
boneless rump roast, for ex¬ 
ample, she’ll look on the chart 
and find four ceiling prices to 
choose from, according to 
whether she insists on “choice” 
beef, will settle for the “good” 
grade, or knows how to use the 
cheaper "utility” or “commer¬ 
cial” grades which are nutri¬ 
tious but require longer cook¬ 
ing. 

James T. Burt, OPS meat di¬ 
vision chief, emphasized that 
the ceilings are merely the 
legal maximum price. Butchers 
are perfectly free to sell for 
less and may offer special 
sale prices any time they de¬ 
sire.

Robert Heasley and H. S. Em- 
bree testified that Saili’s speech 
was “slurred and gibberish” 
and his eyes dilated. Dr. P. R. 
Woodworth said that although 
no sobriety test was undertak¬ 
en at the police station, it was 
his impression that the defen¬ 
dant was intoxicated. 

“I can’t say positively that 
he was intoxicated at the time, 
though,” he added. Dr. Wood- 
worth had been called to the 
police station to give first aid 
treatment and arrange for hos¬ 
pitalization. 

Lome Pratt, 677 Canyon 
Crest Drive, stated that he saw 
the light-colored convertible 
going down the hill “exceed¬ 
ingly fast” just before it hit 
the bump and crashed into the 
pole. 

After motions for dismissal 
of both counts were denied by 
Judge John C. Mead, Defendant 
Salli took the stand. He testi¬ 
fied that he had only two bot¬ 
tles of beer all day—one at 
lunchtime and one earlier in 
the evening—and said it was 
brake failure that caused the 
accident.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
SIERRA MADRE ORDERING 
THE ABANDONMENT OF A 
CERTAIN EASEMENT FOR 
WATER LINE PURPOSES IN 
TRACT NO. 17004 IN SAID 
CITY. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE 
DOES ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION I. That the public 
interest and convenience re¬ 
quire and the City Council of 
the City of Sierra Madre, in 
pursuance of the provisions of 
Resolution of Intention No.

We must all be aware by 
now that the International As¬ 
sociation of Fire Chiefs is mak¬ 
ing a real and serious effort 
to cut down the fire loss 
throughout the United States 
and the world.

Horrible thoughts, we must 
admit, but such things do hap¬ 
pen. Our only “out” is to re¬ 
main fire conscious and ne’ - »r 
forget that fire will start with 
very little encouragement. We 
in Sierra Madre are proud to 
say that fires here are rare. 

On the other hand, we are 
not going to be so certain and 
cocksure that the whole town 
could not be wiped out by fire. 

Big fires are the result of lit¬ 
tle ones and when a fire starts 
from any careless maneuver 
such as smoking in bed or an 
overstuffed chair and careless¬ 
ly permitted hot ashes to drop 
into the mattress or upholstery, 
we can sooner or later expect 
to reach the big fire stage. 

Pictures of human bodies 
scorched and still seated in a 
chair or burned in bed reach 
the fire station often. Horrible 
to look at and yet very im¬ 
pressive as to the importance 
of FIRE PREVENTION. 

Don’t smoke when you are 
sleepy! 

The ashes or simmering cig¬ 
arette will drop from your fin¬ 
gers. The sickening smoke 
from the bed or chair will over¬ 
come you and you will not
